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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest a device having all of the claimed limitations. While various 
references such as Barba and Josephson disclose candy items in the shape of a 
human, and various methods of creating simulated human tissue are known, there is no 
motivation or suggestion to provide a method of dipping candy cores into a polymer 
having all of the method steps of claim 1 . As a result, claim 1 and its dependents are 
allowed.
